The January meeting of the Traffic 
Commission was called to order by . the 
acting chairman, Mr. Marshall S. Graham.

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved as printed. 


Letters from F. J. Burke, Hotel Went- 
worth, were read requesting a building 
entrance zone and that the Michigan Cab 
Co. be granted a one cab taxi stand just 
east of the building entrance zone. Mr. 
Don Bruce representing Yank’s, Inc. 
(Courtesy Cabs) appeared to protest the 
granting of cab stand to Michigan .Cab 
Co, After considerable discussion it was 
decided to combine the bus stop and build- 
ing entrance zone on the north side of E. 
Michigan Avenue just east of Grand Avenue 
in front of the Hotel Wentworth. 


It was moved and supported that the 
matter of the cab stand be tabled until the 
February meeting when a report of the 
committee studying taxi stands is com- 
pleted. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that two- 
hour parking meters be installed on the 
south side of the 100 block of W. Michi- 
an Avenue immediately west of present 
installation. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
west side of the public alley extending 


between the 100 block of W. Allegan Street 
and the 100 block of W.. Washtenaw Street 
be metered for one-hour parking from 8 AM 
to 6 PM at 12 minutes for le and/or 60 
minutes for Bc. Also, that it be designated 
one-way southbound. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
request for two-hour parking on both sides 
of the 1000 block of Beech Street be tabled 
for one month to permit the Traffic Divi- 
sion of the Police Department to check 
this area. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported that 


the present two-hour parking restrictions 


on the streets in the Reo Industrial area 
between the hours of 8 AM and 6 PM be 
oo between the hours of 6 AM to 
2 AM. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that a re- 
quest asking that the intersection of Albert 
Street and Cowles Street be made a four- 
way stop intersection until the Lansing 
Drop Forge is dismantled be denied. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported the Traffic 
Engineer make an investigation of Kingsley 
Court and report at the next meeting. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported to 
approve the request of a business estab- 
lishment for one-hour parking 8 AM to 
6 PM on pe west side of Townsend Street 
— alamazoo Street and Lenawee 
treet. 


Carried. 
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29 . COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


It was moved and supported to make 
permanent the temporary NO PARKING 
restriction on the south side of Baker Street 
from Washington Avenue to Neller Court. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that park- 
ing be prohibited between the hours of 
7 AM to 7 PM on the south side of W. 
Kalamazoo Street between Washington 
Avenue and Capitol Avenue. 


. Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
write Reo Motors, Inc., to request them 
to provide more off-street parking space 
and to arrange for a time space between 
the first and second shifts. 


It was moved and supported to designate 
the following parts of streets NO PARK- 
ING HERE TO CORNER: 


DENVER STREET, North Side, 100 ft. 
west of S. Cedar Street; 


LINCOLN STREET, North Side, 120 ft. 
west of S. Cedar Street ; 


LINCOLN STREET, South Side, 180 ft. 
west of S, Cedar Street; 


PARIS STREET, North Side, 150 ft. 
west of S. Cedar Street; 


RILEY STREET, South Side, 120 ft. 
west of S. Cedar Street.

A motion was made and supported to 
restrict parking to one hour 8 AM to 
6 PM on the west side of ie Street, Olds 
Avenue to the railroad.

The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
investigate operation and capacity of park- 
ing lot on city-owned property on S. Grand 
Avenue between Allegan Street and Wash- 
tenaw Street now leased on a month to 
month basis to a private operator. 


The Traffic Engineer was given permission 
to experiment with parking lot No. 3 on 
E. Michigan Avenue with the approval of 
Mr. Reniger and also to try and work out 
—, satisfactory arrangement to police 
this lot. 


A general discussion of all city-owned 
parking lots followed and it was decided 
to continue the study of this matter until 
the next meeting when it is hoped a defi- 
nite off-street parking policy can be recom- 
mended for the City Council's consideration.

The February meeting of the Traffic 
Commission was called to order by the 
chairman, Mr. Harold H. Hardy. 


ROLL CALL 


Present—Coms. Hardy, Beck, Graham, 
Jeffreys, Loomis, Parr, Warner—7. 
Absent—None. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Nominations for chairman were called 
for. 


It was moved and supported that Mr. 
Hardy be reappointed chairman. 
Carried. 


Nominations for vice-chairman were 
called for. 


It was moved and supported that Mr. 
Parr be appointed vice-chairman. 


Carried. 


Mr. Charles Fredericks of the Greater 
Lansing Improvement Ass’n arrived at 
7:05 P.M. After a brief statement, he 
was invited to remain. 


It was moved and supported that the 
following proposed policy for acquisition 
and operation of off-street parking lots in 
areas outside the central business district 
be recommended for City Council’s consid- 
eration: 

The time is at hand for the acquisition 
and operation of off-street parking lots in 
areas outside the Central Business District. 
The Lansing Traffic Commission recom- 
mends to the City Council for its approval 
the following policy: 


1. In all cases the merchants in any area 
should on ‘their own initiative take 
steps to acquire and establish off-street 
parking facilities. 

2. When any group of merchants has 
exhausted all possibilities on their 
own they may appeal to the City for 
aid in setting up off-street parking 
facilities. 


8. When appeals are made for City aid, 
the Lansing Traffic Commission will 
make a thorough investigation to de- 
termine the need for off-street 
parking in the area; to determine 
what property is available; to de- 
termine cost and/or lease possibili- 
ties; to determine if such property 
meets all minimum requirements; and 
to determine if a majority of the mer- 
chants are in favor of off-street park- 
ing in a particular area. After all 
determinations are made the Traffic 
Commission will make its recommenda- 
tion to the City Council. 


4. Lots to be purchased or leased by the 
City for off-street parking must meet 
certain requirements: 

Minimum size: 45 ft..x 100 ft. 
Minimum capacity: 15 vehicles, 
Minimum number of businesses to 


be served: 5. 
5. Lots to be operated by the City will be: 
Metered 
Graded and Blacktopped 
Supervised. 
Policed. 


6. In all areas where the City will oper- 
ate off-street lots and parking is per- 
mitted on the street, parking meters 
will also be installed on the street. 
However, when present parking is in 
conflict with the laws of the State of 
Michigan, meters will not be installed 
until such parking is changed to con- 
form with the laws. 


7. The City shall have the right to 
establish rates and time limits on the 
lots and on the streets, but will co- 
operate and try to conform with the 
wishes of the merchants in the area as 
much as possible. 


8. Where the City owns a lot outright, 
all revenue will go to the City. Where 
a lot is leased a satisfactory lease 
arrangement will be worked. out. 


9. The City will assume no responsibility 
for any damage te vehicles on City 
operated lots, or for any other acts 
committed on City operated lots. 

10. All recommendations for acquisition 
or lease and all operational details will 
be handled by the Lansing Traffic Com- 
mission subject to approval by the 
City Council. 


Carried. 
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It was also moved and supported that 
City Council set a date for a public hear- 
ing for this proposed policy. 


Carried. 


Mr. S. J. Meyers, Mr. Abe Becker and 
Mr. Alva Mary of the Greater Lansing 
Improvement Ass’n arrived and were in- 
vited to remain, 

A motion was made and supported that 
the following items be recommended for 
City Council approval:

St. to GTW RR. 
W. South St., North side—Washington 
Ave. to end of street. 

8. E. Michigan Ave., Both sides—Cedar 
St. to Larch St. (parallel). 

4. E. Michigan Ave., Both sides—Larch 
St. to Pennsylvania Ave. (parallel). 
E. Michigan Ave., South side, Pennsyl- 
vania Ave. to Jones St. (parallel). 
E. Michigan Ave., Both sides—Regent 
St. to Fairview Ave. (parallel). 

5. W. Saginaw St., Both sides—Chicago/ 
Butler Blvd. to Logan St.

It was also recommended that the planned 
installation of a modern alley with adja- 
cent parking be constructed as soon as 
possible on the south side of E. Michigan 
Ave. between Clemens Ave .and Fairview 
Ave, Also, that pending litigation in con- 
nection with proposed alley on north side 
of E. Michigan Ave. between Clemens Ave. 
and Fairview Ave. be pushed for decision. 


The Commission also recommended that 
present angle parking be changed to par- 
allel parking on E. Michigan Ave. from 
Washington Ave. to Cedar St. and on the 
north side of W, Michigan Ave. from Wash- 
ington Ave. to Capitol Ave. to conform 
with recommended parallel parking on E. 
Michigan Ave. from Cedar St. east. 

The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
work out the details in connection with 
the leasing of the two parking lots above. 

Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
determine if property west of proposed 
lot in 1400 block of W. Saginaw St. would 
be available for City use in conjunction 
with the proposed lot. 


Carried. 


It was recommended that the Mayor and 
City Council renegotiate the lease with the 
operator of parking lot on city-owned

property in the 200 block of S. Grand Ave. 
Carried. 


A committee was appointed by the chair- 
man to draft a letter to the Hotel Olds 
giving the Hotel thirty (30) days to 
straighten up parking in front of the Hotel. 
Specific suggestions are to be incorporated 
in the letter. 


Carried. 


In connection with a request for prohibi- 
tion of parking on the west side of N. 
Cedar St. from Saginaw St. to Maple St., 
it was brought out that congestion also 
exists on N. Cedar St. due to parking from 
Saginaw St. to Shiawassee St. 


A committee was appointed. by the 
chairman to work out the problem in the 
vicinity of the Lansing Company. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported to 
prohibit parking on the west side of 
Martin St. from Garden St. to Isbell St. 


Carried. 


After discussion of the times when park- 
ing should be restricted, it was moved and 
supported that parking be restricted on the 
west side of Division St. from Main St. 
to Olds Ave. from 7 AM-7 PM. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported to 
prohibit parking on the north side of E. 
Barnes Ave. and to restrict parking on 
the south side from 6 AM-2 AM from 
Washington Ave. to Martin Street. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported to prohibit 
parking on the south side of Oakland Ave. 
from Logan St. to Clyde St. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported to 
make Kingsley Court one-way westbound 
from Logan St. to Huron St. 


Carried. 


At the request of church authorities, it 
was recommended to eliminate the “EX- 
CEPT SUNDAYS” provision attached to 
present “NO PARKING” on west side of 
N. Logan St. from Saginaw St. to Oak- 
land Avenue. 


Carried. 


The congestion caused by Sunday park- 
ing on Marshall Ave. was discussed and 
due to the nearness of the parking lot of 
the State Armory it was felt that this lot 
could be used and the parking prohibition 
on the east side should be effective at all 
times. 


Carried. 
The meeting adjourned at 9:00 P.M.

The March meeting of the Traffic Com- 
mission was called to order by the chair- 
man, Mr. H. H. Hardy. 


ROLL CALL 


Present—Coms. Hardy, Beck, Jeffreys, 
Loomis, Warner—5. 


Absent—Coms. Parr, Graham—2. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Mr. Frank Roost and Mr. Clare Bollert 
representing the South Lansing Merchants 
Bureau were present to discuss the park- 
ing problem in the area on S. Washington 
Avenue from Hazel Street to Mt. Hope 

Avenue. After considerable discussion, it 

as decided to have the traffic engineer 
make an effort to contact the owner of the 
property in the 1100 block of S. Washing- 
ton Avenue which it is desired to use for 
an off-street metered parking lot. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that park- 
ing on both sides of Moores River Drive 
from Todd Avenue to Davis Avenue be 
restricted to two hours from 6:00 A.M. to 
2:00 A.M. except Sundays. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded to ap- 
point a committee to study the need for a 
two-hour parking restriction on the south 
side of the 300 block of E. South Street. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported to table the 
request of W. Everts Rouse for two-hour 
parking in the 100 block of W. Maple 
Street for further study. 


Carried. 


After discussion of N. Cedar Street from 
Shiawassee Street to Maple Street is was 
moved and supported to prohibit parking 
at all times on the west side of N. Cedar 
Street from Saginaw Street to a point 140 
feet north of the north curb line of Maple 
Street. The street from Saginaw Street to 
Shiawassee Street will be discussed later 
after the Lansing Company has had a 
chance to provide for off-street parking on 
their property. 


Carried, 


Due to the fact that N. High Street is 
only 80 feet in width and the hazards 
created with parking on both sides of cer- 
tain areas, it was moved and supported to 
prohibit parking at all times on the west 
side of N. High Street from E. Grand River 
Avenue to North Street and from McKinley 
Street to E. High Street. This will com- 
plete the prohibition of parking on the 
west side of N. High Street from E. Grand 
River Avenue to Gier Street. 


Carried. 


In anticipation of a heavy volume of 
traffic on W. Willow Street when the “Jet 
Plant” opens and due to the fact that the 
street is only 30 feet in width, a motion 
was made and supported to prohibit park- 
ing at all times on the north side of W. 
Willow Street from Knollwood Avenue to 
Belt Line Railroad. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that park- 
ing be restricted to one hour from 10:00 
A.M. to 6:00 P.M., except Sundays on both 
sides of W. Saginaw Street from Butler 
Blvd./Chicago Ave. to Logan Street. 


Carried. 
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A proposal to restrict parking on the 
north side of Capitol Avenue from Ottawa 
Street to Ionia Street from 4:00 P.M. to 
6:00 P.M. to eliminate double parking was 
turned down. 


Carried. 


A request from the Fifth Army Regional 
Office for exemption of Counter-Intelligence 
Corps vehicles from parking meter regula- 
tions at its offices at 123 S. Grand Avenue 
was denied. 


Carried. 


After discussion it was moved and sup- 
ported that the effective time for street 
parking meters be changed from 8:00 A.M. 
to 6:00 P.M. to 10:00 A.M. to 6 P.M. A 
letter explaining this change in detail is 
to be sent to City Council. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Michigan Cab Co. be granted a one-cab 
taxi stand on the north side of E. Michi- 
gan Avenue just east of the building en- 
trance/bus stop zone for the Hotel Went- 
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worth at Grand Avenue. One parking me- 
ter for parallel parking will have to be 
removed. 


Carried. 


The traffic engineer was directed to turn 
over to the Street Committee of City Coun- 
eil the suggestions made by Alvah Mary 
in regard to Anderson Street. 


The traffic engineer was directed to con- 
tact the City Comptroller to find out what 
procedure is necessary to rent change 
machines for City-owned and operated park- 
ing lots. 


The proposed budget for the Traffic Com- 
mission for 1952-53 fiscal year was ap- 
proved for submission to City Council. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:35 P.M.

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


A report of the committee appointed to 
investigate the need for 2-hour parking 
restrictions on the south side of the 3060 
block of E. South Street was heard. 


After discussion, it was moved and sec- 
onded that parking be restricted to 2 hours 
on the south side of the 800 block of E. 
South Street; on the north side of the 200 
block of E. South Street; and on the west 
side of Platt Street between Elm Street and 
South Street. 


Carried. 


Progress in discussions with Reo officials 
relative to parking and congestion in the 
area of the Reo factory was reported. 


It was moved and_ seconded that 
a resolution by Ald. Eddy that parking 
be prohibited on the east side of Alpha 
Street was laid on the table for further 
study of the Commission as a whole. 


Carried. 


A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate need for 2-hour parking restrictions 
on both sides of Park Bivd. from Lyons 
Avenue west to Grand Street. Also to 


investigate the need for no parking on 
west side of Lyons Avenue from Pacific 
Avenue to Hamilton Avenue. 


It was moved and seconded that a re- 
quest for 15-minute parking in recessed 
curb areas on southwest corner of Shia- 
wassee Street and Haag Court be tabled 
pending enforcement effort by police de- 
partment of the present restrictions. 


Carried. 


The Commission expressed a desire to 
study resolutions introduced by Ald. Hay- 
den and which were referred to the Ordi- 
nance Committee relative to designating 
Pacific Avenue and Smith Avenue as 
through streets. 


It was moved and supported to ask coun- 
cil to rescind its action and send the reso- 
lutions to the Commission for study and 
recommendation. * 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Traffic Engineer be authorized to change 
26 parking meters on Parking Lot No. 1 
to 2 hours for 2 nickels for shoppers’ park- 
ing. 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to using 
a school crossing watchman for special 
police duty on City Parking Lot No. 3 
and the traffic engineer was instructed to 
inquire into the technicalities involved and 
report at the next meeting. 


-It was moved and supported that the 
traffic engineer be authorized to experi- 
ment with channelization at intersections 
and on streets which he deems need chan- 
nelization. He is to work in close con- 
junction with the City Engineer and to 
submit all plans for final installation to 
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the Streets Committee of the City Council 
for consideration. 


Carried. 


The traffic engineer was instructed to 
confer with union officials at the Larch 
Street plant of Motor Wheel Corporation 
relative to the installation of a proposed 
pedestrian barricade on the east side of 
Larch Street to protect Motor Wheel Corp. 
employees. 


He is also to contact Reo officials and 
Union officials relative to the installation 
of a pedestrian barricade on the east side 
of S. Washington Avenue for the protec- 
tion of Reo employees. 


It was brought out in the discussion of 
this proposal that it is a function of the 
City to take steps to protect pedestrians 
when conditions are such that they are 
exposed to injury and death when cross- 
ing busy streets indiscriminately. 


A discussion was held relative to the 
use by the State Highway Department of 
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colored route markers. This subject was 
set forth by a representative of the Chief 
of Police. When more information is ob- 
tained from states that now use colored 
route markers, City Council will be asked 
to go on record recommending the use of 
colored route markers. 
@ 

A general discussion was held relative 
to route markers on E. Main Street bridge; 
a loading zone on E. South Street; a pro- 
posed tire recapping store at 214 W. Kala- 
mazoo; parallel parking signs at the Went- 
worth Hotel for parallel parking west of 
west end of Michigan Avenue bridge; possi- 
bility of using fire hydrant zones as taxi- 
cab stands ; and parking too close to corner 
on Walnut Street at southeast corner of 
Shiawassee. Further investigation for re- 


port at next meeting was requested on all 
the above matters.

The May meeting of the Traffic Com- 
mission was called to order by the Chair- 
man, Mr. H. H. Hardy. 


ROLL CALL 


Present--Coms. Hardy, Beck, Graham, 
Jeffreys, Loomis, Parr, Warner—7. 
Absent—None. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
Were approved as printed. 


After a committee report on the matter, 
is was moved and supported that parking 
be prohibited on the west side of Alpha 
Street from Mt. Hope Avenue to McKim 
Avenue. Also, on the east side of Alpha 
Street from the south curb line of Mt. 
Hope Avenue to a point 84 feet south. 


Carried. 


A committee report was the result of 
a motion being made and supported that 
parking on both sides of Park Blvd. be 
restricted to two hours 8 A.M. to 6 P.M. 
from Lyons Avenue to Grant Street. 


Carried. 


The committee also reported a need for 
no parking on the west side of Lyons Ave- 
nue from Pacific Avenue to Hamilton 
Avenue. It was so moved and supported. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that parking 
on both sides of Maplewood Avenue be 
restricted to two hours. 6 A.M. to 2 A.M. 
from Isbell Street to Mt. Hope Avenue. 


Carried. 


It was brought to the attention of the 
Commission that space has not been set 
aside for bus stops on the northeast and 
outhwest corners of Michigan Avenue and 
Larch Street and the northeast corner of 
Michigan Avenue and Cedar Street. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Traffic Engineer establish adequate stops 
at these locations immediately and notify 
in writing the transit company and the 
Transit Commission when these stops are 
ready. 


Carried. 


All proposed bus stop changes are to 
be submitted to the Traffic Commission 
for consideration. 


After some discussion of proposed park- 
ing meter time limits and rates in some 
locations, it was moved and supported to 
change the present 60 minutes/1 nickel 
parking limit and rate to 120 minutes/2 
nickels on S, Capitol Avenue from Kalama- 
zoo Street to Lenawee Street, both sides; 
and on Kalamazoo Street from Capitol 
Avenue to Townsend Street, both sides. 


Carried. 


It is hoped through the extension of 
the time limit to increase the use of these 
meters. 


A committee report on designating 
Pacific Avenue a through street from 
Lyons Avenue to Sunnyside Avenue ex- 
cept at Pennsylvania Avenue was favor- 
able. It was moved and supported that 
this be done. 


Carried. 


The committee report on designating 
Smith Avenue a through street was not 
favorable. It was moved and supported 
that this request be denied. 


Carried. 
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A report was made by the traffic engi- 
neer on changes made in the vicinity of St. 
Lawrence Hospital due to widening of 
W. Saginaw Street. 


He reported that Church Court is now 
designated one-way west and Rose Court 
one-way east. No parking signs were 
placed adjacent to hospital parking lot 
to keep Church Court passable at all times. 


Approved. 


The Commission is desirous of knowing 
the City Council’s views in regard to its 
recommendation for a change in the park- 
ing meter enforcement period. One of the 
commissioners was requested to make this 
inquiry at the next Council meeting. 


The Commission voted unanimously to 
change its meeting date from the first 
Friday of every month to the first Tuesday 
of every month from May 1st to October Ist. 
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Mr. Henry Reniger arrived at 8:20 P.M. 
to discuss with the Commission Parking 
Lot No. 3. After considerable discussion, 
it was decided to try and reach a decision 
ang next meeting, Tuesday, June 3, 


A request from Trevellyan Oldsmobile, 
Ine., to remove a parking meter in front 
of 214 W. Kalamazoo Street so trucks 
could back up to their new tiré recapping 
store to open soon, was denied. It was 
pointed out that access to the building 
could be had through the rear from Town- 
send Street and Capitol Avenue.
